United Grain Growers Limit- 
ed will pay out two and a half 
million dollars in patronage 
dividends. Authority has now 
been received from the minister 
of finance to pay out this sum, 
which has been accumulating in 
a reserve fund since 1941, This 
information was received from 
Mr, R. S. Law, president of 
the company, Winnipeg, by Cal- 
gary officials. 


This brings to an end for the
